BACKGROUND 

This is the fourth edition of a directory of 16 mm film sources 
that the Office of Education has prepared and issued as a service 
to schools and colleges and other users of educational motion pic- 
tures. The first edition, issued in 1948, listed 576 film libraries; the 
next edition, a year later,, identified 897 such libraries; and the 
third edition, issued 2 years ago in 1951, was definitively entitled 
A Directory of tOOt 19mm Film Libraries. 

SCOPE * 

In the compilation qf this directory, a 16mm film library has bom 
definal as any “company, institution, or organisation which i«H« 

, or rents 16mm films within the United States.” This is the book 
criterion that was used in compiling this directory so it is a 
State-by-State afld eity-by-eity list of sourcee f rom which 16mm 
films can be borrowed or rented. ' 

In accordance with the foregoing definition, the directory includes 
libraries which handle entertainment films and those which bandk 
instructional films; it includes libraries which have only one film 
and libraries which have thousands of filrn* It includes <* * **« 
dealers, colleges and universities, city and State school 
public libraries, industrial companies and trade labor 

unions, civic groups, religious institutions, ami Government 
agencies — any “company, institution, or organisation which * 
or rents 16mm films within the United States. 9

DESCRIPTIONS OF LIBRARIES 

From information supplied by the libraries assenting to inclusion 
in this directory, a brief description has been prepared of the 
resources and services of each library. These descriptions have 
been made as brief as possible because of space limitations, and at 
the same time as definitive as possible in order that the film users 
may have sufficient information to know to which libraries they 
should go for particular kinds of fllma. 

The annotation of each library contains three items of basic inf or- 
mation: (1) The number of films (titles) in the library; (2) the 
nature of these films; and (8) special restrictions, if any, on the 
distribution and use of these filntu- >>* / 

For the most part, the films distributed by ^library have been 
described in the general terms used in our questionnaire, namely, 
M entertainment," "educational,” "religious,” and ‘‘sponsored” — in 
accordance with thfe reply of the library. In those where 

we knew that all of the films in a particular library dealt with the 
same subject, such as forestry on health or religion— the descrip- 
tion is more specific. 

Generally speaking, only two kinds of restrictions imposed by 
libraries on the distribution and use of their films have been noted 
in this directory: (1) Geographical limitations to particular 
regions, Slates, or cities ; (2) restrictions concerning the users of 
s library's films, such restrictions in most instances hidng required 
by law. (Most school systems have this restriction, and, their films, 
purchased with tax funds, may be used only by the public schools.) 

A word about other restrictions on the distribution and upe of 
16mm nlms: Many film libraries have special restrictions on the 
distribution and use of particular films — h*** m n se of trade 
ments, contractual arrtuigeroeB ta, or policy considerations. Other 
film libraries may have restrictions on the bulk of their films but 
be exempted from such restrictions on certain films. Such spe- 
cialised info rm a ti o n has not been given in the annotations— be- 
cause of its complexity mod the nscessity of keeping the annota- 
tions as brief as possible to confornj to specs limitation*. For th# 
same reasons, information about motel rates hsa not been in- 
cluded in the annotations. Film users cm and shou ld fitti ng 1 ** 

„ the, specialised restrictions of those libraries which they patronise.

of space limitations. Most libraries; for example, limit the distri- 
bution of their filrps to the continental United States. Most li- 
braries limit their films to noncommercial, nontheatrical, educa- 
tional use, and do not permit such films to be televised. /On the 
other hand, some libraries encourage television of their films.) 
Most film libraries require that the borrower pr renter assume 
responsibility for a film and agree to pay for any damage which 
may occur in its projection. Because of their almost universal ap- 
plicabUity, such restrictions have not been noted for individual 
Wm libraries in this directory. Again, film users should ascertain 
the general restrictions of those libraries which they patronise. 

Vrith this background, use ns of this directory cap assume that, in 
the absence of information to thq contrary, the libraries included 
in this directory' lend or rent 16 mm films to all kinds of groups 
within the United States for non theatrical, noncommerical edu-
